Remembering courage and 
sacrifice 70 years after D-Day

June 6 will mark 70 
years since the D-Day 
invasion of Normandy, the 
day that a military operation 
unparalleled in human history 
began the invasion that led 
to Hitler’s downfall and the 
liberation of a continent. 

Though there are 
thousands of tales of heroism, 
each with countless differing 
details, almost all of the 
stories from that day share 
common elements. Each, at 
its heart, tells a story about 
courage, bravery, sacrifice 
and service. 

Some soldiers willingly 
advanced into a barrage of 
Nazi bullets to reduce the risk 
to those following behind. 
Some stormed machine gun 
nests despite unimaginable 
risks to stop the spray ofbullets 
killing their fellow soldiers. 
Some risked their lives to pull 
the wounded to safety. Others 
fell on grenades to shield 
those nearby. Thousands 
stormed across wide-open 
beaches with no protection 
from gunfire. Others climbed 
rope ladders up cliff walls 
while staring straight into the 
guns of their enemies on the 
cliff tops. Some parachuted 
behind enemy lines at great 
personal risk to pave the way 
for a successful invasion 

An estimated 6,603 
Americans were either killed, 
wounded, went missing or 
got captured in the D-Day 
invasion. Many of those 
who survived are no longer 
with us. Earlier this year, the 
last D-Day Medal of Honor 
recipient passed away. 

And yet the march of 
time has not diminished the 
world’s admiration for what 
Allied soldiers accomplished 
that day. 

As we prepare to mark 


the 70^^ anniversary of D-Day, 
we look back with immense 
gratitude for the brilliant 
planning, the courageous 
decisions and the sacrifice that 
soldiers made to protect their 
fellow man from tyranny. 

The American troops 
that were part of the Allied 
invasion were ordinary people 
who did extraordinary things. 
They were the type of soldiers 
Dwight D. Eisenhower had 
in mind when he noted that 



“History does not entrust the 
care of freedom to the weak 
or timid.” These soldiers 
came from all walks of life 
and from every part of the 
nation, including many from 
this area. 

Their contributions will 
never be forgotten. On Friday, 
I encourage you to join me 
in pausing for a moment to 
remember their sacrifice on 
what was arguably the most 
important day of the 20^^ 
Century.

Continued from Front Page 
of the state’s fourth veterans 
nursing home in Radcliff 

Gov. Beshear appointed 
former U. S. Rep. Lucas to 
serve as commissioner of 
KDVA in Febmary 2009. 

The Governor’s appoint¬ 
ment of Henry is part of his 
ongoing commitment to help 
Kentucky veterans and their 
families. 

“Heather is highly moti¬ 
vated and has vast experience 
assisting and creating pro¬ 
grams for veterans throughout 
the Commonwealth and the 
nation,” Gov. Beshear said. 
“As the department’s new 
commissioner, she will contin¬ 
ue our mission to raise aware¬ 
ness and offer services to our 
veterans.” 

Henry, a longtime ad¬ 
vocate for veterans affairs, 
started the Heather French 
Foundation for Veterans in 
December 1999, shortly after 
being crowned Miss America 
2000 in September 1999. Her 
foundation partners with pub¬ 
lic and private organizations to 
assist veterans and their fami¬ 
lies. 

Henry, who will start as 
commissioner July 1, has re¬ 
ceived numerous awards and 
recognitions for her work 
and advocacy on behalf of 
veteran’s issues. These in¬ 
clude: the Patriot Award from 
USA Cares; the Americanism 
Award from Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars; the Humanitarian 
Award from AMVETS; the 
American Patriot Award from 
NCOA (Non-Commissioned 
Officers Association) and the 
Martha Washington Spirit 
Award from the Military Or¬ 
der of the Purple Heart Ladies 
Auxiliary. 

In 2001, the U.S. Con¬ 
gress passed the Heather 
French Henry Homeless Vet¬ 
erans Assistance Act, biparti¬ 
san legislation focusing on the 
eradication of homelessness 
among veterans nationwide, 
especially homeless female 
veterans. 

“I greatly appreciate Gov. 
Beshear’s confidence in my 
experience as a national veter¬ 
ans advocate and look forward 
to continuing my work as the 
commissioner to serve the vet¬ 
erans of the Commonwealth 
and their families,” Henry 
said. “Honoring our veterans 
has been and will always be 
my life’s mission, and I am 
honored that I can serve them 
in this way.”

from the University of Cincin¬ 
nati College of Design, Archi¬ 
tecture, Art and Planning. 

As commissioner, Henry 
will be responsible for over¬ 
seeing the day-to-day op¬ 
erations of the department, 
as well as the coordination of 
18 statewide field office loca¬ 
tions, health care outreach and 
cemetery services. 

Commissioner Lucas 
joined the Air Force shortly 
after his graduation from the 
University of Kentucky. Dur¬ 
ing his 12-year career - first 
in the Air Force and then the 
Air National Guard - he main¬ 
tained a reputation as a first- 
class pilot, eventually attain¬ 
ing the rank of major. 

He served the people 
of Boone County as county 
judge-executive from 1992- 
1998. He was elected in 1998 
to represent Kentucky’s 4th 
District in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, where he 
served his northern Kentucky 
constituents for three terms 
based on his decision to “term 
limit” himself 

“The Governor made an 
outstanding decision in choos¬ 
ing Heather,” Commissioner 
Lucas said. “Over the years, 
as a member of Congress, I 
worked with her on numer¬ 
ous veterans issues.

Former Mason 
County Schools 
Superintendent 
indicted 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway today announced 
the indictment of former Ma¬ 
son County School District 
Superintendent Timothy G. 
Moore. On May 23, Moore, 
58, was charged by a Mason 
County grand jury with one 
count of abuse of a public 
trust over $10,000, a class C 
felony. 

In February 2013, Gen¬ 
eral Conway’s Department 
of Criminal Investigations 
(DCI) initiated an investiga¬ 
tion of the Mason County 
School District after receiv¬ 
ing a letter of referral from 
Kentucky Commissioner of 
Education Terry Holliday. 
The investigation followed 
an audit conducted by the 
Kentucky State Auditor’s 
Office and resulted in DCI 
investigators presenting in¬ 
formation to the grand jury 
last week. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, from 2007 through 
2012, Moore obtained and/ 
or dealt with public monies 
and/or property, intentionally 
failed to make the required 
payment or disposition, and 
used them as his own in an 
amount greater than $10,000 
but less than $100,000, thus 
committing the offense of 
abuse of public trust. 

A criminal summons was 
issued and Moore will be ar¬ 
raigned in Mason Circuit 
Court on June 13. Mason 
County Attorney John Estill 
was appointed as a special 
prosecutor in this case. 

A charge is merely an 
accusation. A defendant is 
presumed innocent until and 
unless proven guilty.

It is recommended to 
feed this mineral until the 
end of Dec. at which time we 
will switch over to a High 
Magnesium Mineral. In ad¬ 
dition to the regular mineral, 
you can also order mineral 
formulated with IGR Lar- 
vacide to control files for an 
additional cost. For price in¬ 
formation, call our office. If 
you wish to place an order, 
calculate the total number of 
pounds for 180 days, and call 
the office with your order.

Top prospects in the Com¬ 
monwealth waiting for a tele¬ 
phone to ring are A.J. Reed, 
University of Kentucky first 
baseman, and pitcher Nick Bur¬ 
di at University of Louisville. 

Reed, college National 
Player of the Year, is projected 
as high as 30th (Texas Rang¬ 
ers).

Last 
week, one of our dedicated 
recyclers called to alert us 
to the fact that there were 
boxes of broken glass in 
the recycling trailer that 
was located at the Bracken 
County Extension Office. 
We appreciate Mr. Ron 
England giving us a heads- 
up regarding this situation 
because it was a serious 
violation of recycling rules. 
As noted many times, the 
trailers are taken to the 
Mason County Recycling 
Center; the contents dumped 
onto the Center’s floor, sent 
up an escalator and onto a 
conveyor belt were it is hand 
sorted by inmates. Had we 
not been alerted to the glass, 
it would have gotten covered 
up by other recycling and 
we would not have known it 
was there. The trailer would 
have been dumped and three 
boxes of broken glass would 
have created a safety hazard 
for the workers as well as 
the equipment. Instructions 
are issued for recycling for 
a specific purpose. They 
inform us as to the types of 
material is acceptable, but 
these regulations protect 
the workers as well as the 
equipment. The only types 
of glass that can be recycled 
are the jars or bottles that 
food and drink come in. 
Any other types of glass 
including, but not limited to, 
window glass, mirrors and 
drinking glasses are NOT 
recyclable. We might add that 
these heavy boxes go into the 
trailers a lot easier than they 
come out! Extracting heavy, 
non-recyclable objects from 
these trailers is not good on 
older backs! Again, if you see 
anything in the trailers that 
you know does not belong, 
please give us a call! 

This is Monday morning 
and the usual check of the 
Germantown trailer was 
completed on the first return 
trip from the Recycling 
Center. The trailer is full 
prompting someone to set 
a bag on the outside of 
it, but evidently, it is not 
all recycling material as 
animals have scattered the 
contents. This will have to 
be taken care of as soon as 
possible along with a child’s 
toy. Even though a toy may 
have the #2 in the chasing 


arrows recycling symbol, 
toys are not recyclable in this 
area. The largest item taken 
at the Center is the five- 
gallon buckets that have a #2 
stamped on the bottom. As 
for the ripped up bag, we are 
pretty certain that it contained 
food products and absolutely 
no food in any size, shape 
or form should be put into 
the recycling trailers! With 
the warmer weather, any 
type of food becomes really 
nasty when cooked inside a 
recycling trailer! Green fiies 
are not one of God’s favorite 
creatures of Ms. Bug’s and 
coupled with the odors 
arising from the illegally 
placed food bags, makes for 
a bad day! Even pizza boxes 
need to be emptied of their 
leftovers before putting those 
boxes in recycling! 

This article seems to have 
evolved around recycling 
and boxes are an integral 
part of the recycling trailers; 
however, we should not be 
seeing boxes! All boxes need 
to have the packing material 
removed and then the box 
needs to be fiattened. Any 
Styrofoam, whether it’s 
peanuts or Styrofoam forms, 
needs to be put in the trash 
for Rumpke pickup. Any 
paper or cardboard packing 
can be recycled in the trailers 
and if the packing is bubble 
wrap or air packs, these can 
be put into the box at the 
Brooksville Post Office for 
folks to reuse. May was a 
very good month for recycling 
and we encourage everyone 
to continue to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!
